May 24.—(Special.)—The oil 
strike at the well at the Slagle farm 
near Albany appears to be a good one. 
The well is in a wheat field on the 
farm of William Slagle, near New Al­ 
bany, three miles northeast of Salem. 
Before noon the drill had gone down 
into the Berea sand about 14 feet, and 
a good showing of oil had been ob­ 
tained. After noon the well was drilled 
nine feet deeper and the showing of 
oil was growing better.

Immediately on their arrival it was 
decided to send to Scio for an expe­ 
rienced man to come and shoot the 
well. 
This was done and the man 
will probably arrive here Friday or 
Saturday. 
The well will he shot as 
soon after his arrival as practicable.

the 40 quarts of nitroglycerine which 
will be used to shoot the well,

at the well, but it is said that it will 
not be of any great value.

Craig, of Atwater, is an aunt. 
Law­ 
rence Baldwin, formerly employed at 
the freight transfer here, is a brother 
of the deceased. 
The story of the young bride’s death 
is a very sad one indeed. 
She married 
Holt, a printer in the Sebring pottery, 
less than a month ago. Her relatives 
were very much opposed to the mar­ 
riage, believing that Holt was in no 
way deserving of the girl s confidence. 
The secret of why she married him 
so hastily was divulged to no one by 
her. 
The poor woman’s sole desire 
seemed to be to prevent disgrace fall­ 
ing on her relatives. 
Last week her husband brought her 
to this city, she coming presumably 
to have an operation performed, but 
he failed to remain with her, return­ 
ing to Sebring. 
When she followed 
him several days later on a night train 
she was very ill. but her return to the 
hotel was not made known and she 
lay and suffered for two days unatten­ 
ded, before her presence was discov­ 
ered by the landlord of the Sebring 
hotel.

The first case of black rain which 
comes under review occurred at Gra- 
harastown and the surrounding dis­ 
trict in August. 1888, and it extended 
over un area of no l»*ss than 
square 
miles, says Chambers’ .Journal. Since! 
then 
there have happened several) 
sh o w ers of a similar description, but j 
less pronounced in their sable charac- J 
ter. Other showers of black rain have | 
been recorded in Ireland, one of which 
was felt over an area of 400 square 
miles. 
N o one seems to have microscopically 
examined tin* water which fell at Gra- 
hamstown. but it was noted that the 
liquid gradually cleared when placed 
in a suitable vessel, aud a black pre­ 
cipitate fell from it. In the latter cases 
referred to the deposit bas been care­ 
fully examined and was found to con­ 
sist of microscopic organisms, w’hich 
averaged about the twelve thousand 
five hundredth part of an inch In 
length, and which were identified with 
the same fungoid organisms that are 
responsible for blight in the plauts 
which they infest and subsequently 
for smut, mildew aud rust in wheat 
and barley.
